DON’T WANT THE KAISER

London, Nov 22—Some of the 
Dutch newspapers have been deal- 
ing of late with presence in The 
Netherlands of William Hohen. 
zollern, the former German Emp- 
eror, and the former crown prince. | 
The Telegraaf and some of the 
other journals advocate the expul- 
sion of the German personages. 
Others of the newspapers take a 
more moderate view of the sub- 
ject, while admitting that there 
is a prospect of Holland getting 
into difficulties over the question. 
The News Van Den Dag of Am- 
sterdam, a very moderate news- 
paper, publishes an article on the 
subjeet which reveals the uneasin 
ess prevailing in various Duteh 
circles over the presence of the 
Hohenzollerns. 

‘‘Por the present,’ he says, per 
haps there is no danger of a plot 
on our soil against Germany ’s new | 
democracy among the entourage 


}of the ex-kaiser or the ex-crown 


prince, but who can say when 
these dangers might not be real- 
ized if the ‘‘guests’’ do not depart 
speedily. 

‘History teaches that kings in | 
exile like to seize a good  oppor- 
tunity to react their former roles. 
We desire to express our frank, 
opinion that not we but the allied | 
governments have the right to de-, 
cide whether the residenee in; 
Duteh territory of individuals who 
are considered by them to person | 
ify the powers against which they 
have been fighting is dangerous to 
them or not. If the Dutch govern- 
ment has another opinion on the 
subject then it will have to bear 
the consequences, and the Dutch 
nation, if thjngs come to a serious 
pass, will be involved in war or| 
have to starve, forsooth on behalf, 
of former German royalties.”’

AMERICANS ON GERMAN 
SOIL

Paris, Nov. 21—A delegation of 
the American Red Cross has eross- 
ed the Rhine into Baden at Hung- 
ingen, placing the first Americans 
on German soil. The place where 
the river was crossed in a short 
distance north of the Swiss front- 
ier. 

The German soldiers accepted 
American flags and officers clear- 
ed the roads for the Red Cross 
Trucks, and insisted that the Red 
Cross workers bring with them. 

German soldiers, penniless in 
Baden, are selling German arms 
and supplies. The population, 
which is revolutionary, is in com- 
plete eontrol.
